Ricksha Fares. 

. Public’ sympathy is, wo think, 
solidly on tho sido: of.the mon 
who toil in all woathors that wo 
may rido at oase and bo protected 
oursolvos from tho olomonts, Tho 
recont caso of 4 rickshs pullor 
who was fined by the Magistrato 
for abusively domanding moro 
than tho logal fare, sorves to bring 
tho mattor boforo tho judgmont of 
the avorago citizon, and " sonti- 
mental" persons willfoolsympathy 
for tho cvolle. This is ono way 
of stating that the majority. of us 
sido with tho undor-dog, howavar 
doserved bo his punishmont. We 
undorstand that tho correct fare 
for tho pullor in the caso to have 
received was 2() conts, for ou 
proximately half an hour's Inbour, 
Yet, how inadequate that appoars 
on tho faco of {t! Who would 
tofl that longth of time, in that 
way, for twonty .conts? Most 
coolies will trot throe miles in the 
half hour, That moans thro 
milos in sun or rain, breathing 
clouds — of dust, possibly 
contracting’ ‘tubarculosis and 
rhoumatism, and ‘so forth, 
shortening lifo by fifty por cent. 
ot tho lonst. When wa 
road tho strictly logal table of. 
fares, it ie obvious that thoy 
could anly apply to conditions 
many years ago—s wholo hour 
of lubouring like a boast - of 
burden, ‘for instance, for thirty 
conty, All othor ‘classes of the 
population have had incroasos of 
wages from tino to time--the 
othor sdctions of Chinese labour 
aro continually striking for 
highor pay, und getting it. Only 
the poor ricksha.pullor remains 
loft In tho lurch, his daily’ re- 
muneration restricted by law. 
Ho has to acquiosce, or go to 
tho wall, 


Legal---But. Unjust. 

Lotus not be misunderstood in 
this. plea wo make for-a recon- 
sideration of fares -it will moan 
no incroased oxpendituro to the 
bulk of tho population, Tha 
logal foro is so notoriously in- 
adequate that no person with the 
loast spark of humanitarian 
fooling sticks to the lotter of tho 
law. Most of us pay consider- 
ably moro than wo aro supposod 
to. No-one thinks of giving a 
pullor loss than ton conte, oven 
for a ride of four or five minutes. 
Only tho soul-loss und casohard- 
onod of us can soo ‘a ricksha 
coolle, with u hacking cough, 
touting unsuccessfully for hiro on 
a drizzling night, without foeling 
such pity that wo dro inclined to 
mako the man a charitable dona- 
tion, Yot, often. enough, those 
pullors are tho victims of somi- 
intoxicated mon who “beat them 
up,” or consvioncoloss scoundrels 
who doliboratoly bilk thom. Wo 
will admit, of course, that some 
of those coolics aro ndepts at 
“squeozing,” but that: is beside 
the point, Wo are confident that 
tho gonoral ‘body of our roadors 
will agreo that it is bigh time tho 
whola scalo of faros wore revised, 
and increased. Let the presont 
amounts pold to the mon by tho 
mass of rickeha uevry'be mado 
the correct faros by lottor.of tha 
law. The only objectors will bo 
tho callous individuale-—-wo aro 
glad to thik’ thoy are not 
humorous—who pay only tho’ 
“logal” fare, whon they cannot 
Pay loss. And in consldoring tho 
caso of the ricksha pullor, let tho 
revisors not ovorlook the ‘chair 
coolio, whoso' lot also’ deserves 
our sympathy, and whois also 
habitaually paid moro than the 
law lays down, by a dleoorning 
and humano body of patrons; - -
